KI8  HONOUR  the  Lieutenant-Governor,  acting 
under  the  powers  conferred  by  an  Act  intituled 
“ An  Act  to  provide  an  Olficial  Stenographer  for  the

1.  The  party  requiring  the  attendance  of  the  Official 
Stenographer  shall,  at  the  time  of  giving  the  notice 
specified  in  section  4 of  the  said  Act,  pay  to  the 
Registrar  or  Deputy  Registrar  of  the  Supreme  Court, 
the  sum  of  $10  for  the  first  day’s  note-taking,  and  the 
sum  of  $8  for  each  following  day,  or  portion  thereof, 
on  which  the  Stenographer’s  attendance  is  required. 

2.  Should  the  party  upon  whose  notification  the 
Official  Stenographer  attended  require  a transcript  of 
the  notes  so  taken  by  the  Stenographer,  he  shall  he 
entitl  d to  such  transcript  upon  payment  to  the  said 
Registrar  or  his  Deputy  a sum  equal  to  10  cents  per 
folio  of  every  hundred  words  in  the  extension  of

SURREY  BY-LAWS. 


A BY-LAW. 

BE  IT  ENACTED,  by  the  Reeve  and  Council  of 
the  Corporation  of  the  District  of  Surrey,  as 
follows : — 

1.  From  and  after  the  passage  of  this  By-Law  the 
general  municipal  revenue  of  the  District  shall  be 
raised,  levied  and  collected  for  the  use  of  the  Cor- 
poration from  such  sources  as  are  hereinafter  provided. 

2.  There  shall  be  raised,  levied  and  collected  in  each 
year  upon  all  the  real  property  mentioned  in  the  assess- 
ment roll  for  the  time  being  in  force  in  the  Munici- 
pality, an  equal  rate  of  one-half  of  one  per  cent,  on 
the  dollar  on  the  assessed  value  thereof,  as  appears  by 
the  said  roll. 

In  addition  to  the  foregoing  there  shall  be  raised, 
levied  and  collected  in  each  year  upon  all  the  wild 
lands  mentioned  in  the  assessment  roll  for  the  tinv 
being  in  force  in  the  Municipality,  an  equal  rate  of 
five  cents  per  acre  on  the  number  of  acres  thereof,  as 
appears  by  the  said  roll. 

3.  The  aforesaid  taxes  shall  be  due  and  payable  by 
the  person  or  persons  liable  for  the  same  to  the  Collec- 
tor of  the  Municipality,  at  his  office,  at  Hall’s  Prairie, 
on  the  30th  day  of  May  in  each  year. 

4.  Every  person  using  any  of  the  trades,  occupa- 
tions, professions  or  businesses  particularly  described 
in  section  110  of  the  “Municipality  Act,  1881,”  and 
amending  Acts,  shall  take  out  a periodical  license 
for  such  period,  as  in  the  said  section  1 10  of  the  said 
Act,  and  amending  Acts,  is  set  out,  paying  therefor 
such  periodical  sum  as  is  there  specified,  which  said 
sums  shall  respectively  be  paid  in  advance  to  and  for 


the  use  of  the  Corporation  of  the  Municipality  of 
Surrey  and  their  successors. 

5.  No  person  shall  use,  practise,  carry  on  or  exercise 
any  trade,  occupation,  profession  or  business  in  the 
said  Act  or  Acts  described  or  named,  without  having 
taken  out  and  had  granted  to  him,  her  or  them  a 
licence  on  that  behalf,  under  a penalty  not  exceeding 
the  sum  of  $50  for  every  such  offence,  together  with 
the  amount  which  he  should  have  paid  for  such  licence, 
which  said  amount  and  penalty  shall,  for  the  purpose 
of  recovery,  be  held  to  be  one  penalty.  The  licenses 
to  be  granted  as  aforesaid  may  be  in  the  form  in 
schedule  C to  the  said  Act,  and  the  same  are  to  be 
granted  so  as  to  terminate  on  the  30th  day  of  June 
and  the  31st  day  of  December  in  each  year. 

6.  The  road  tax  levied  by  virtue  of  the  “Munici- 
pality Act,  1881,”  and  amending  Acts,  shall  continue 
to  be  levied  in  addition  to  all  other  rates  and  taxes, 
and  shall  form  part  of  the  general  municipal  revenue. 

7.  Whenever  any  pecuniary  penalty  is  imposed  for 
any  offence  the  same  may,  unless  otherwise  provided, 
be  recovered  by  way  of  summary  proceedings  before 
any  single  Justice  of  the  Peace  having  jurisdiction 
within  the  limits  of  the  said  Municipality,  and  every 
such  penalty  may,  with  the  costs  ot  conviction,  lie 
levied  by  distress  and  sale  of  the  goods  and  chattels  of 
the  offender,  an  I in  case  such  goods  and  chattels  shall 
prove  insufficient  to  satisfy  such  penalty  and  costs, 
then  by  imprisonment  of  such  person  so  offending  for 
any  term  not  exceeding  three  calendar  months. 

8.  In  the  construction  of  this  By-Law  in  describing 
or  referring  to  any  person  or  party,  matter  or  thing, 
any  word  importing  the  masuline  gender  or  singular 
number  shall  be  understood  to  include,  and  shall  be 
applicable  to  several  persons  and  parties,  as  well  as 
one  person  or  party,  and  females  as  well  as  males,  and 
bodies  corporate  as  well  as  individuals,  and  several 
matters  or  things  as  well  as  one  matter  or  thing,  un- 
less it  be  otherwise  provided,  or  there  be  something  in 
the  subject  or  context  repugnant  to  such  construction. 

This  By-Law  may  be  cited  as  the  “ Surrey  Revenue 
By-Law,  1889.”
